Marines were landed from the flagship 
Resolute ard gunboat Nashville. With 
them came a naval band. Decorations were 
f'rsi placed wpon the wreck of the Maine. 
Tuén the marines and the band marched to 
the Prado, where they were met by the 
rezulars and the membcrs of seven Cuban 
societies and representatives of the City 
Council with severai bands. 

Tne procession then marched to the cem-

NIAGARA’S ICE =MOUNTAINS. 


Gorges Tower Above the Banks at the 
Falls, One Being 100

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., Feb. 15.—ADove 
the Falls in many places the ice is packed 
in the river in high piles, and extends many 
miles from the shore. Much dynamite has 
been exploded to drive it from the iniets 
leading to the different power plants. ‘lhe 
jam in the gorge at the foot of the falls 
grows with the days.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Pennsy]l- 
vania Railroad started its first train out at 
9:50 this morning the Colonial Express.

At New York it was & 
above, at Pittsburg 3 above, at Buffalo 20 
above and at Boston 12 above. 

In the South the temperature has risen 
rapidly.

The Court of Inquiry began its ses- 
sions in Havana, Feb, 22, and com- 
pleted its investigation March 16. 

The findings of the board were 
reached at Key West March 19. 

The report, with all the evidence 
taken, was submitted. to Congress 
March 28. 

April li the President submitted to 
Congress his message reviewing the 
trouble with Spain, and recommend- 
ing that Congress declare that “in 
the name of htimanity, the name of 
civilization, the behalf of endangered 
American interests, which give us the 
right and the duty to speak and act, 
the war in Cuba must stop.” 

April 13 the House and Senate Com- 
mittees reported resolutions giving 
their conclusions on the Maine disas- 
ter, and calculated to bring Spain to 
terms of peace and atonement. 

The House resolution said: *“*Where- 
as, This long series of losses, injur- 
les and burdens, for which Spain is 
responsible, has culminated in the de- 
Struction of the United States bat- 
tleship Maine, in the harbor of Ha- 
vana, and the death of 266 of our sea>~ 
men; be it resolved, -etc. 

The Senate Committee indictment 
in its report was this: 

“It is the opinion of your .commit- 
tee that the destruction of the Maine 
was compassed either by the official 
act of the Spanish authorities or was 
made possible by a negligence on 
their part so willing and gross as to 
be equivalent in culpability to posi- 
tive criminal action,’’ 

The House passed its resolutions 
the same day. 

The Senate delayed action until 
April 16, when it passed its resolu- 
tion, following the House, directing 
the President to intervene with arms 
in Cuba. Indictment of Spain for 
destruction of the Maine was re- 
tained in full strength. 

The two Houses argued and con- 
ferred over a difference of opinion 
regarding recognition of the present 
insurgent Government in Cuba until 
2:40 a. m., Tuesday, April 19, when 
the resolutions under which the Pres- 
ident was finally instructed to drive 
Spain from the Western Hemisphere 
were passed, containing this declara- 
tion: kee?

THE ISLANDERS MUST YIELD. 


WHEN THEIR POWER IS BROKEN 
‘PEACE WILL COME. 


This Seems to Be the Plan Behind the 
Much-Heralded ‘Merciful Pol- 
icy” of the Administration 
at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Adminis- 
tration continues to conceal its rea] inten- 
tions ‘n regard to the future of the Phil- 
ippine Island. and the only statement made 
by those who have authority to speak for 
the President is that his purpose is to be 
“humane and merciful;’’ that if the Fili- 
Pinos submit without further fighting, it 
is not the President’s present intention to 
“deal harshly with them.” But supple- 
menting these empty phrases is the quali- 
fying statement that notwithstanding the 
President's merciful frame of mind, he does 
not deem it wise, just now at least, to in- 
terfere with ths plans of Otis and Dewey 
or hamper them with specific instructions 
concerning the future political etatus of the 
insurgents. 

This is tal.en to mean that the war on 
the Filipinog is not to be interrupted until 
every port and fortified town in the islands 
has fallen in American hands, and mili- 
tary power of the natives has been thor- 
oughly broken. 

No further trouble is expected about 
Tlollo, age the natives of those islands of 
which Iloilo is the chief port (the Visayan 
group) are not a warlike people, but are of 
a commercial turn, the traders of the 
Philippines. In this respect they differ to- 
tally from the people of Luzon, the Tagals, 
who are fierce fighters. 


What the anti-imperialists think of the 
President’s policy is illustrated in the 
speeches of Senators Hoar and Hale when 
the McEnery resolution was debated yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Hoar maintained it gave no hope of 
freedom or liberty or self-government to 
the inhabitants of the Philippines and pro- 
vided that they should never have a part 
in their own government, or become a part 
of the United States. It was, he held, an 
infamous declaration—a declaration simply 
that the Louisiana sugar planters should 
never be afraid of the competition of the 
Philippine Ielands. To the Filipinos the 
McEnery resolution would be a message of 
tyranny, of hate, of oppression, an of 
slaughter. 

Mr. Hale said that h@ had not much hope 
that the Senate would take any counse that 
would stop the desolation programme now 
ee, carried out in the Philippines.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 15.—In his speech 
at the banquet tendered him last night by 
Democrats and Populists of Minnesota, Col. 
William J. Bryan, referring to the peace 
treaty, said: 

“The ratification of the treaty, instead of 


committing the United States to a colonial 
policy, really clears the way for the recog- 
nition of a Philippine republic. Lincoln In 
his first inaugural message condensed an 
unanswerable argument into a brief ques- 
tion when he asked: ‘Can aliens make 
treaties easier than friends» can make 
laws?’ 

“Could the independence of the Filipinos 
be secured more easily by diplomacy from 
a foreign and hostile nation than it can 
through laws passed by Congress voicing 
the sentiments of the American people 
alone? If independence is more desirable 
to our colonial aegi who is there or what 
is there to prevent the recognition of Philip- 
ten independence? It is absurd that the 

Inited States can be transformed from a 
republic into an empire without consulting 
the voters. 

“The imperialists may be willing to deny 
to the Filipinos the right to govern them- 
selves, but they can not deny to the Amer- 
ican people the right to determine the pol- 
icy to be pursued by the United States in 
the settlement of the Philippine question. 

“Until the people express themselves we 
can only guess their views, but is it not 
safer to suppose that they will adhere to 
the ideas and policies of a century than 
to assume that they will go back to the 
creed of kings and to the gospel of force? 

“In commemoration of the fact that 
France was our ally in securing indepen- 
dence the citizens of that nation joined 
with the citizens of the United States in 
placing in New York harbor a_ heroic 
statue representing aca Enlightening 
the World. What course shall our nation 
pursue? Send the statue of liberty back to 
France and borrow from England a statue 
of William the Conqueror? Or shall our 
nation so act as to enable the American 
people to join with the Filipinos in placing 
in the harbor of Manila a second statue of 
Liberty Enlightening the Orient?’’

Rebels in Central China Capture a 
Town and Kill Christians. 
TACOMA, Wash., Feb. 15.—Reports from 
I Chang announce that Chinese rebels cap- 
tured the city of Chang Lo Jan, 12. They 
murdered the district magistrate and other 


officials and are believed to have put sev- 
eral missionaries to death. Many native 
Christians were killed. If several miesion- 
aries who resided there have escaped they 
are now in hiding. 

Chang Lo Is situated 100 miles southwest 
of I Chang. It is the capital of Shi Nan 
prefecture, province of Hu Peh,. About two 
weeks previously troops sent by Viceroy 
Chang from Wu Chow reached Chang Lo 
and drove the rebels into Hu Nan. 

The troops then returned to I Chang. 
They had scarcely left when the rebels re- 
appeared in increased numbers and be- 
seiged the city, which fell into their hands 
two days later. 

The rebels’ secret society of Ko Loa Hult 
has offered a reward for every missionary 
slain. Missionaries have sent urgent re- 
quests to their friends in Shanghai re- 
questing Consul General Goodnow and the 
American minister to appeal to the Pekin 
government for their protection.

ILLINOIS WILL NOT HAVE COM- 
PULSORY ARBITRATION, 


UNION LABOR IS AGAINST IT. 


The Unofficial Legislative Committee 
Has Unanimously Approved the 
Bill Framed by the Board. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Feb. 15.—The unof- 
ficial committee of the two Houses, which 


started out about a week ago to frame a 
compulsory arbitration law, has abandoned 
the object. At last night’s committee meet- 
ing the State Board of Arbitration’s bill 
introduced in the House was discussed. 

This bill makes no provision for so-called 
‘“‘compulbsory arbitration,’’ but amends the 
present law so as to enable the board to 
compel the attendance and testimony of 
witnesses and providing among other things 
that a decision of the board, where both 
sides join in the proceedings, may be en- 
forced by the Circuit or County Court by 
the pufishment of the offending party for 
contempt of court, but providing that in no 
case shall the punishment extend to im- 
prisonment. The latter clause met with 
some objection from Mr. Drew, chairman of 
the committee on labor and industrial af- 
fairs of the Hovse, who was present. 
Otherwise, except in some trivial matters 
of form, the bill met with the unanimous 
approval of the committee. 

Daniel-J. Keefe of Chicago, the labor rep- 
resentative on the board of arbitration, 
said that organized labor was not in favor 
of a compulsory arbitration law. 

The House committee has reported favor- 
ably upon Mr. Fort’s bill restricting the 
use of the likeness of woman's face, form 
or figure in an immoral or immodest man- 
ner as an advertising medium. 

‘rhe House Committee on Agriculture has 
acted favorably on the Paris corn e@htfbrt 
bill, amending Arnold's bill to conform to 
the provisions of the Senate bill. 

There is a strong sentiment among the 


the leaders of their party and adopt the 
Tippit resolution calling for reports in de- 
tail from all the State institutions, show- 
ing the receipts and disbursements on 
every account. Speaker Sherman is deter- 
mined to kill the resolution in the Commit- 
tee on State Institutions. 

Mr. Guffin, who was a Republican can-

The compromise street railway bill pre- 
pared for a subcommittee of .the Senate 
municipalities committee has been taken 
up and the committee has agreed to re- 
port it without recommendation, with the 
understanding that it shall be called up 
on the floor of the Senate not later than 
next Tuesday. 

The substitute measure differs from Sen- 
ator Campbell’s original bill in that it 
changes the constitution of the proposed 
street railway commission and strikes out 
the provision which was advocated so 
strongly by the Civic Federation, to the 
effect that strect railways may be given 
contracts to light, clean and pave the 
streets. 

The following bills passed: 

Hunt—providing penaltics for gaining en- 
trance or attempting to gain entrance into 
a county fair without ticket or permission 
from proper authorities. 

Berry—Providing that no tax levied or 
assessed for 1898 shall be declared invalid 
or the assessment for property insufficient 
or defective, nor the collection of any such 
tax be defeated, because of the failure of 
any Board of Review to organize, to re- 
view or to act upon any assessment of any 
property for such tax. 

Aspinwall—Making it unlawful to con- 
struct a bridge or culvert whose capacity 
for sustaining weight is less than 100 
pounds to the square foot. 


BILLS STILL FLOW IN. 


No Decrease in Illinois’ Flood of Pro- 
posed Legislation. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Feb. 15.—In the 
House Mr. Heimberger has introduced a bill 
amending the conspiracy law by meking it 
applicable to school directors who conspire 
to.defraud the school district; penalty, fine 
or prisonment in the penitentiary.

To each applicant a letter was forwarded 
instructing how to send to the company 
82 cents for the “‘course of instruction” and 
$2.10 for a “beginner’s outfit.” The outfits 
consisted of an open rose and half a 
dozen buds. ! 

Accompanying the outfits were sent In- 
structions to open the buds until they 
“bloomed.” For this the girls were to be 
paid at the rate of WW cents per dozen buds. 
When the buds were opened and returned 
the applicant was told that business was 
on the .boom and that orders were coming 
in so fast from the wholesale houses that 
not less than 50 dozen buds,could be sent. 
Of course the company could not take risks 
with unknown persons, and it would 
necessary for anyone who wished to con- 
tinue the work to deposit: $110.50 as a mat- 
ter of good faith. It is alleged that those 
unfortunate enough to accept this offer 
never again saw either the amount of the 
deposit or the $2% due for opening the 
buds. 


PULLMAN COMPANY WINS. 


California Attorney General Says It 
May Fix Its Own Rates. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 15.—Attorney- 
General Ford has submitted to the Rail-

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THE M’ENERY RESOLUTION. 


The wording of the MclIenery resolution is so vague that 
there is ground for the charge that it is meaningless. Tech- 
nically the final sentence admits of any disposition of the 
Philippines by the United States. 

But there is a definite statement that the United States do 
not intend to permanently annex the Philippines, to make 
it an integral part of their territory or to admit the Filipinos 
to citizenship. There is a definite pledge to give the Filipinos 
local self government. 

The loophole in the tail of the resolution is a loophole only 
for the unscrupulous. It would be an act of bad faith to put 
any other construction upon the resolution than that clearly 
implied in the previous sentences. 

If the Philippines are not to be permanently annexed nor 
the inhabitants admitted to citizenship they must be turnea 
over to the inhabitants under some form of fndependent gov- 
ernment or we must hold the land as an imperial possession 
and the people as subjects without the rights of citizens. 

We can hardly believe that the most advanced impcrialist 
will support a policy which could render the Philippines per- 
mancntly subjects of the United States without the rights of 
citizens. The only other alternative is to turn the Philippines 
over *o the Filipinos. 

To assume thzt the resolution is meaningless and binds the 
United States to nothing, because a technical loophole may 
be found in the wording is to assume that the United States 
Senate was guilty of a delibérate juggle for the purpose of de- 
ceiving the public; it is to assume that the American people 
are capable of conscious hypocrisy and dishonor. 

A prominent Republican speaker at the Lincoin banquet in 
Chicago said: ‘‘We want no Porto Ricans or Cubans to be 
sending Senators end Representatives to Washington to help 
govern the American Union, any more than we wart Kanakas 
or Tagalos or Visayas or Mohammedan Malays.” But have we 
not enfranchised plantation negroes, and have not Senators 
and Representatives been elected by them? And does not the 
supreniuicy of tue Republican party depend upon the negro? 
“Vhat consistency is there fi: this Lincoln banyu-: talk, what- 
ever may be its wisdom? 
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While the merchants of Texas, Arkansas, Misaouri, lowa, l- 
linois, Kansas and Nebraska are here to purchase their spring 
stocks it will be a good time for the people of St. Wovuis to 
respord handsomely to the call for funds for the great World's 
Fair of 1903. The impression made by such a movement would 
help the Fair a good deal.

Mockler claimed that he was 
required to pay only that amount, while the 
Sewer Commissioner had held all of the 
original deposit of $24, and refused to re- 
fund any part of it. 

In the correspondence between Mockler 
and the Board of Public Improvements it 
was shown that the Sewer Commissioner 
claimed his inspector was at work on the 
Mockler sewer five and one-half days. The 
inspector is dead. One record made by 
him is to the effect that he worked two 
half days on the job.

Finance Committee Meetings to Ar- 
range a Plan for Soliciting the 
Subscriptions. 


The banquet to the Senators and Repre-

Building Commissioner May Now Buy 
Coal Anywhere to Keep Schools

Director Brown, at Tuesday night’s ses- 
sion of the School Board, Insisted upon the 
adoption of his resolution requiring the 
Committee on Instruction to keep a record 
of inefficient teachers and report. their. 
names regularly to the board. 

Directors Coste, Moore and Woodward 
objected strenuously to the resolution on 
the ground that it would hamper the Su- 
perintendent in his work. They argued 


that Mr. Soldan’s duties covered the re- 
quirement fully, and that long experience 
amply qualified him to judge what teach- 
ers were incompetent. 


After considerabie debate the question 
was put to a vote and dentden -tn Mr. 

The fesolution was 
adopted. 


Supt. Soldan’s annual report was read in 
detail. That part referring to the promotion 
of Profs. enk and Knox of the High 
School evoked considerable opposition from

The Building Commissioner was author- 
ized to purchase coal to the amount of $1000 
where the contractor fails to supply it. 
This will prevent a recurrence of closing 
schools for lack of coal.

Little Scheme to Prevent Competition 


Will Be Nipped in the Bud. -

The intent of this bill is to deprive all | 


litigants of the benefits of competitive 
prices for the publication of trustees’ sales, 
stockholders’ meetings, etc. 

By oy ed the law relative to legal 

rinting and by the apparently innocent 
nsertion of the words “including trustees’ 
sales, dissolutions of -partnérships and 
stockholders’ meetings’’ and the substitu- 
tion of “ten thousand’’ instead of ‘three 
thousand” as the qualifying circulation to 
bid for such work, the object is sought to 
be attained. The double purpose of the 
proposed amendment is (1) to limit the 
number of papers bidding on legal printing 
and (2) to make it cOmpulsory to pay what- 
ever figure the paper securing the printing 
has fixed in its contract. 

This bill was sent to Jefferson City to a 
newspaper man with the request that he 
have it introduced. It was turned over to 
Capt. Prather of Taney County, who in- 
troduced it by request, unaware of the 
scheme that it involved. The Committee on 
Judiciary will probably report the bil] un- 
favorably. 


TRYING TO SHUT OUT FAKES. 


Whitecotton Asks That the Incorpor- 


ating Fee Be Increased.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 15.~In the 
House this morning, Whitecotton intro- 
duced a joint and concurrent resolution 
submitting a constitutional amendment 
providing. for radical increase In the char- 
ter fees charged by the State. It provides 
that sommpenien, when incorporated, must 
pay the State $250 for the first $25,000 of 
capital] stock. For each additional $10,000 
capital stock $10 additional must be paid. 

“If that amendment is adopted,” White- 
cotton said, “it will give a half million a 
year additional State revenue and will pre- 
vent incorporations 6% fake concerns or con- 
cerns that are organized simply to fail and 
rob creditors.”’

RUSSIA’S NEW ICE BREAKER. 


In Dimensions and Appearance It Re- 
sembles a Battleship Without Bow. 

From the Newcastle (Eng.) Daily Chronicle. 
The launch of a large ice-breaking steam- 
er took place on Saturday at the Walker 
Shipbuiléing Yard of Mesers. Sir W. G. 
Armstrong, Whitworth & Co. The vessel 
is the pioneer ship of what may be called 
pelagic ice breakers, and as such will no 


doubt excite a great deal of interest, es- 
pecially wrens 3 ship owners, merchants and 
others the sphere of whose industry les 
wholly or agin | among waters which are 
at present rendered impassable by ice in 
winter. The employment of large ice break- 
ers bas been confined to the great lakes of 
Canada until the directorate of the Siberian 
railroad ordered a powerful vessel of this 
class, which !s now being erected on the 
shores of Lake Baikal, in Siberia. It has, 
however, been left for Admiral Mak off 
to draw the attention of the Russian v- 
ernment to the experience gained in these 
inland seas and to induce him to place an 
order for an ocean-going vessel larger 
heavier and more powerful than any ice- 
breaker that has vet been built. The work

Emma Henderson swaggered up to the 
bar where Lem Brown was buying beer 
for the “snow queen.’’ She called for a 
beer and when it was served she lifted the 
glass and dashed the-contents into the face 
of her “snow queen.’’ Masks had been dis- 
carded and real features were disclosed. 
The offended ‘‘queen’’ retaliated by hur'i- 
ing the glass she had just drained at Em- 
ma’s head, It struck fair, and Emma fell 
against the bar. 

She rallied, and drawing a revolver from 
the rear pocket of her costume dashed to- 
ward the ‘‘snow queen,’’ who fied. 

The Henderson woman cursing like a 
fiend, persued, firing as she ran. The first 
shot penetrated Maggie Brown’s arm. 

Another shot and Emma Bell sank to 
the floor. One of the Henderson woman's 
bullets had penetrated her leg and shattered 
the bone. The mad negress pressed on. 
Another shot penetrated Lem Brown's ab- 
domen, and he sank to the floor. 

The dance was broken up and the colored 
maskers sought safety in flight. Maggie 
Brown dashed out on the street. She slip- 
ped and fell in the street. Her white cos- 
tume was smeared with mud. 

Sergt. Monahan and Patrolmen Hunt and 
Waddell heard the riot and rushed to the 
scene. mma Henderson was standing 
over the porstrate Maggie Brown pbrand- 
ishing her weapon, which was still smok- 
ing, when the police arrived. 

An ambulance was called and filled with 
the participants. Those badly wounded 
were sent to the City Hospital and the 
others were locked up at the Four Courts. 

Emma Henderson was in the holdover 
Wednesday morning wearing the costume 
she had on at the dance. She laughed 
when questioned, then relapsed into a 
sullen silence. , w 

Maggie Brown, still wearing her “snow 
queen” costume, much the worse for the 
thrilling scenes it had been through, was 
more talkative. She told the story as re- 
lated above, which coincides with that told 
by the police. 

The fight broke up the dance, and several 
of the women who had affected male attire 
were picked up on the streets in the neigh- 
borhood by the police and sent before Judge

NEW LIGHTING ORDINANCE. 


Board of Public Improvements En.- 
gaged in Writing One. 
The Board of Public Improvements Com- 


mittee on Public Lighting was in session 
all morning Wednesday, drafting a new 
city lighting ordinance to be submitted to 
the Council next Friday night. 

The failure of the Council to reconsider 
its action in rejecting the last bill submit- 
ted rendered this imperative. It is under- 
stood the new bill will include a contract 
for the lighting of the city buildings. 

At the cjose of the meeting President 
McMath said in all probability a new ordi- 
nance will be submitted to the Board of 
Publie Improvements at Friday's session. 

“The public does not know why these 
lighting bills are held up, one after an- 
other, by the Council,” said Mr. McMath. 
‘It is because the law requires the electric 
light companies to pay 6 per cent of their 
gross income to the city. There is a ques- 
tion whether the Laclede Gaslight Co. is 
included in this. The question is now be- 
fore the Supreme Court and nothing can 
‘be done until it renders an opinion. 

“The way out of the difficulty would be 
to repeal the ordinance, but the Board of 
Public Improvements is not going to take 
the initiative. That's the Assembly’s busi.
